The Corporation has provided 2,500 houses 
since 1954, and there was at present under 
construction, or immediately provided for, 
2,470, a total which would reduce the present 
demand to 13,030. It was necessary to 
acquire this, land ip Harold’s Cross and 
Terenure, because of the easy transport to 
and from the city, and there was a further 
urge because of the advance in tram and 
bus fares in recent times.

CONVENT GROUNDS TAKEN 


Mr. Hoey, of the firm of Dockrell and 
Co., auctioneers and valuers, said that he 
had made an inspection of the lands of the 
convent, which comprised originally seven-' 
teen acres, including the buildings. Two or 
three years ago the Corporation, desiring to 
make a read in connection with housing, 
took 44 acres, and it was now proposed to 
acquire five acres.

It was an amazing thing, said Mr. Lavery, 
that the ratepayers should be told they had 
no right to appear before the Inquiry to 
defend their property, which went into many 
thousands of pounds. He held that the rate- 
payers had every right under the Statute to 
be heard. , 

At present there were a number of schemes 
for the development of housing without seek- 
ing compulsory powers for the acquisition of 
this entire property. The scheme would 
destroy the amenities of the area. 

A number of witnesses were examined by 
Mr. Lavery in support of his case.

DEAN OF KILLALOE ON 
REUNION 


The Union between the Anglican and 
Orthodox Eastern Churches was dealt with by 
the Dean of Killaloe at a meeting of the 
Anglican and Eastern Churches’ Association, 
in the Leinster street Room, Leinster street, 
Dublin, on Monday. 

The Ecumenical Patriarch m 1922 recog- 
nised the validity of Anglican Orders, he said. 
A similar recognition had been grven by the 
Patriarch of Jerusalem and the Archbishop of 
Cyprus, and, he thought, also by the 
Patriarch of Alexandria. They knew that 
last autumn full reunion was established with 
the Church m Rumania. Their own Arch- 
bishop of Dublin had taken a leading part in 
these deliberations. 

“I am personally whole-hearted in my 
longing for full reunion with the Churches of 
the East,” added the Dean. ‘‘I believe the 
East needs us; it needs our scholarship; it 
needs our missionary enterprise; it needs our 
understanding of the outlook of the non- 
Epiacepel Churches. The East has gifts 
which would enrich the life of the Angircan 
Communion. The Easterns have a genius for 
worship, and they have a constancy as great 
as that of any body of Christians. There 
was no doubt that the door to fellowship with 
the members of the Eastern Churches was uow 
being opened. 

As to the historical aspect, he said that the 
Church in the East was left to fight unaided 
the growing power of Islam. Since 1455 “he 
city of the Datziaich of Constantinople had 
been under the Moslem sway. During the 
succeeding centuries more than half of Eastern 
Christendom had been under the power “of 
those who held the faith of Islam, It was 
difficult for them to realise what the yoke cf 
Islam had meant to their Christian brethren 
of the Eastern Churches, It would not be 
unfair to say that they of the West had not 
given them the support or the sympathy which 
they so often needed. In spite of persecution 
they had clung to their faith, and it was to 
the eternal glory of the Eastern Church that, 
although Turkey held sway over a large 
portion of the Balkans and erected mosques 
in nearly every village, yet the Christians 
held to their faith, and, bandmg themselves 
ether for protection, they built new 
villages and Churches.

Officer, said that she cashed a number of 

rivate cheques for Thomas Reilly and John 
eilly. She also cashed paying orders, and 
handed over the money to John Reilly. 

Miss Josephine Brophy, who stated that 
she was a private clerk to Thomas Reilly, 
said that she worked at his house until 
March, 19351. After that date she continued 
to work for him in the office of the Board of 
Health. Two paying orders which appeared 
on the treasurer’s advice were not entered in 
the general expenditure book, because she had 
not got the particulars.

On compiling the original estimates the sum 
£285,000, representing the amount to be 
collected at the then-prevaiiing erstes from 
the levy on cattle and sheep, was brought in 
as an ap W 2 of the vote for 
agriculture.

BUT FOR PROBLEM OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


We shall now revert to the other side of 
the account. The Dail will remember that we 
had fixed the expenditure to be provided out 
of this. year’s revenue at the net figure of 
£20,948, 500. Accordingly, with a prospective 
revenue of E30, 536,000, a generous reduction 
in taxation would seem to be warranted but 
for one factor—the problem of unemployment. 

No one can deny that the State has made, 
and is making, great and generous efforts to 

rovide for those of our citizens who may 

e in want through lack of employment. The 
meré consideration of what is being done now 
in regard to housing; the contrast of the little 
that was done previously to assist 
unemployed persons with the fact that 
that, £1,610,000 was provided last year, 
and that £1,500,000 will be provided 
this year for this service; the increasing 
amounts which the Government since it took 
office has provided year after year for 
afforestation, for the improvement of estates, 
for public health works, for turf development, 
for minor relief schemes, are all emphatic in- 
dications of the liberal and humane spirit in 
which this problem—which has defeated so 
many Governments—has been approached. 

But even the most conservative elements in 
the community have been far from satisfied 
with what we have been trying do do. They 
have told us in the Press, on the platform, 
and, of course, most emphatically here in the 
Oireachtas, that doles are no substitute for 
work. The Government is in hearty accord 
with that view. 


PROBLEM CONSIDERED > 


Two years ago, visualising this problem as 
no other administration in our history had 
visualised it before. we set up an Inter- 
epartmental Committee, under the chairman- 
ship of the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Finance, Deputv Hugo Flinn to 
whose labours in investigating this problem 
of unemployment and éndemic poverty the 
country is greatly indebted. The Committee 
was given the following terms of reference: 
To consider the extent to which it 
is practicable to devise a scheme of 
useful and desirable public works to be 
carried out within a period of four 
years with a view to reducing expen- 
diture on unemployment assistance to a 
minimum, and to repert upon the 
nature and extent of such works, the 
steps to be taken to initiate them, the 
hest method of financing them, and the 
organisation to be set up to carry them 
out. 

The setting up of the Committee aroused 
great public interest, and we have been 
pressed—a little impatiently—from time ‘to 
time for information as to the progress which 
it was making with its heavy task. For in- 
stance, just a week or two ago a certain 
Deputy put down his third or fourth Par- 
liamentary question in relation to this 
matter. 

J am quite sure the Deputy was not 
merely trying on behalf of his party to 
embarrass the Government. I have no doubt 
that sincere zeal for the cause of the un- 
employed made him a little impatient im 
the matter, and I have no doubt also that, 
as a proof of that sincerity, we shall hear 
no complaint from that Deputy about high 
taxation during the course of the Budget 
debates, because it is not possible in pre- 
sent circumstaaces to do more for the un- 
employed than we are doing, certainly not 
in the way of providing work for them 
instead of doles, and at the same -time 
drastically or gé reduce taxation.

R. C. E. REDDIN, Dublin, Chair- 
man of the Licensed Grocers’ and 
Vintners’ Association, iterviewed by a re- 
presentative of the Irish Times, said: 
The Budget will be received, not alone 


with disappointment, but with a great deal 


of resentment.. The licensed trades feel 
that with a revenue now of something like 
seven millions more than in the last year 
of the outgoing administration, they are 
a section of the community which the 
Minister r cht have taken into considera 
tion. 

“The Minister seemed rather jubilant 
at the fact that the duty yield on home- 
brewed beer gave him £86,000 more than 
in 1934-35. He also informed the Dail

But the Minister did not tell 
the Dail that the combined yield of these 
two duties was £448,000 less than in 
1930.31. 

He likewise made great play, con.

THE CATTLE LEVY 

The abolition of the levy on cattle and 
sheep will not in any way relieve the 
difficulties of the farmers or assist the 

ublic, because the levy is so small that 
it will not permit the victualling trade to 
give to the public a reduction in the exist- 
ing price of meat. 

This statement was made to an [rish 
Times representative by the owner of one 
of the leading city victualling establish- 
ments. 

The levy, he said, will mean a reduction 
of 10s. per beast, but at the present prices 
this will not leave any margin for a reduc 
tion in prices to the public. Since the levy 
on.cattle was introduced last year the cost, 
more or less, was borne by the butchers 
and not transferred to the public. 

Beef and mutton has steadily increased 
in prices during the past three months, 
he said, “ but there has been no increase 
made in prices to the public, with the 
result that retail butchers are actually 
losing money. It would be far better if 
the price of meat could be increased so as 
to give the farmers a better price for 
their cattle. 


FARMERS LOSING 

“At present prices, he added, farmers 
are not getting near the value of their 
stock, and in my opinion it would be far 
more beneficial if the Government placed 
a good levy on cattle and gave it to the 
farmers so as to enable them to rear their 
stock and dispose of it at a profit. Meat is 
altogether too cheap, and until it is in- 
creased the. farmers must suffer. 

The matter, he said, would be discussed 
by the trade at an early date, but he did 
not hold out any hope for a reduction in 
the price of meat to the public. 

Another leading butcher said that such 
a levy should never have been introduced. 
It was useless from the very start, he said.

“A GOOD BUDGET ” 


A review of the Budget was made in a 
talk broadcast by the Minister for Finance 
from the Publin Radio Station last night. 

Mr. MacEntee said that he hoped that, 
if the position was examined impartially 
and without prejudice, it would be seen 
that while this feature or that did not 
appeal, nevertheless, taking it all in all, 
it was a good Budget. When making the 
Budget last year the most careful thought 
showed that it would not be safe to allow 


more than £29,386,000. What happened? 
The money came pouring into the Exche- 
quer until the total receipts rose to 
£30,601,620. Over £1,000,000 of that came 
from motor vehicles duties and over 
£5,500,000 from non-tax revenue—i.e., 
revenue from the Post Office, Currency 
Commission, Government investments and 
so on. 

The present Budget was based on that 
of the preceding year, and so backwards 
to the Budget of 1931-32, the Budget 
immediately preceding the signal change 
in our agricultural and industrial policies 
produced by the advent of the Fianna 
Fail Government. The change produced 
its own difficulties, and these had to be 
surmounted .before the new programme 
could justify itself. That it had justified 
itself, continued the Minister, not even 
their critics ventured now®to deny. Last 
year’s Budget was proof of its success, It 
had also placed at the Government’s 
disposal the resources with which to 
attack the most urgent problem that con- 
fronts organised communities everywhere 
—the problem of unemployment. That 
problem was more general and terrible in 
other countries; nevertheless, an attempt 
had to be made here to grapple with it, 
because it was a canker which manifested 
itself in the physical and moral deteriora- 
tion of what should be the staunchest 
element of the whole community—the pro- 
ducers and workers. : | 
A striking feature of the Budget was 
the formulation of a definite programme 
to deal with unemployment, coupled with 
the fact that for that 775 ace sta 
ment was setting np an Unemployment 
Fund of £1,676,000 without, on the 
balance, increasing taxation.

Subsequently the garages of Messrs. 
Maher and D. P. Wallace, Clonmel, were 
searched by Guards acting on a search 
order under the Firearms Act. It is not 
known if the searches yielded anything. 

On inquiry at the Clonmel Garda 
Station it wag ascertained that neither of 


further inquiries failed to elicit the desti- 
nation to which they were taken. 

Conway, who is an employé in Messrs. 
Maher’s garage, was charged before the 
Military Tribunal last year for being in 
possession of ammunition, and sentenced 
to three months’ imprisonment. He was 
released shortly before Christmas. Car- 
rigan, who is employed at home on his 
farm, has been identified with the 
Republican movement, and his brother is 
an employé at Mr. Wallace’s garage.

The Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Archbishop 
of Dublin, presided. 

The hall was crowded for the debate, and 
every available seat was occupied, a num- 
ber of members being content to stand in 
the aisles or lean against the walls. The 
public galleries were also crowded, a large 
percentage of the listeners being women. 

After a debate lasting three hours the

The matter arose when Sir John Keane, 
Bart., moved the second reading of the bill, 
which was to discuss whether women 
should be capable of being elected to the 
General and Diocesan Synods of the 
Church and to certain offices of the 
Church.” ! | 

Sir John Keane, Bart., moving the 
second reading of the bill, said that when 
he undertook to -bring it forward he had 
talked on the matter with a high dignitary 
of the Church of England. That n 
was astonished that they in Ireland were 
in their present position, and had failed 
to put into force the resolution of the 
Lambeth -Conference of 1920, a resolution 
which, he understood, had been adopted 
by almost ail the Anglican Churches. Sir 
John said he made no apology for appear- 
ing before the Synod to sponsor such a 
measure. There was, he said, an increas- 
ing body of public opinion in favour of 
its provisions. 

Referring to the Synod, he said that he 
was aware that some of the members had 
already made up their minds, and it was 
no use appealing to them. I am appeal- 
ing to those,” he said, “who have an open 
mind, who realise their responsibilities, 
and are prepared to listen to my ease.” 


THE OXFORD GROUP 


Sir John referred to the objections to 
the bill, one of them being that women 
were temperamentally unfit to take part in 
the government of the Church. The youth 
of to-day regarded both sexes as equal, and 
it was essential that the Church should 
keep in sympathy with the opinions of 
youth, who would eventually carry on the 
work. This attitude, which was incompre- 
 hensible to them, would undoubtedly drive 
them away from the Church into move- 
ments like the Oxford Group, which were 
becoming a serious menace. 

It had also been said that women were 
guilty of “ inveterate pugnacity. That, 
in his opinion, was no serious contribution 
in the matter, and was not justified by 
) general experience. It was also said that 
the atmosphere of the House was unsuited 
to women. How could that argument be 
maintained, or even the argument that 
they would effeminate the Church? So 
far as Biblical authority was concerned, 
he thought they might well declare a truce, 
having regard to the many quotations that 
could be advanced on both sides. 


DEAN OF BELFAST 


The Very Rev. W. S. Kerr, Dean of 
Belfast, who supported the bill, said that 
the women who asked for the removal of 
the vetoes which shut them out from the 
lay offices of the Church were determined 
not to cease coming to the Synod until 
justice was done to them. Their impor- 
tunity was not vexatious obstinacy. If 
it were only that, they would not have 
the championship of the men who su 
ported their cause. This bill was b t 
in- again and again because of the profound 
conviction that it was right and reason- 
able. We feel,” he said, that our 
Church is not acting as it should so long 
as it refuses to grant their request. We 
believe that the intrinsic justice of the 
appeal is bound to be recognised sooner or 
later by the good sense and love of fair 
play of the General Synod.” 

This was their main ground. They could 
not desist from asking their Church to 
remove from her statutes obsolete and 
dishonouring restrictions. Why should 
women be stigmatised as unfit to take part 
with men in ‘the councils of¢the Church? 
Did not such restrictions belong to a past 
age when women were accounted inferior 
creatures? How foolish this was in the 
light of the place that women had proved 
themselves worthy of fm secular affairs. 
Was it not time, he asked, that they 
realised the revolution that had taken 

lace in the position of women? In prac- 
tically every path of life they had been 
emancipated, and had shown their 
capacity for high positions and responsi- 
bilities in every branch of public life. 


LOYAL AND UNTIRING 


Why should the Church of Christ be the 
last place to acknowledge the removal of 
the old badge of inferiority ; why should it 
perpetuate a state of things that was not 
warranted by the facts of life? The 
Church should have been in the forefront 
in welcoming the new fitness of women to 

der service, for that was the basis of 
t agitation—that women might be 
allowed to serve the Church as they were 
now capable of doing. Had she not 
always illustrious in her service since 
the time Christ said of a woman: 
‘She hath done what she could.” From 
the first Easter morning they had been 
loyal and untiring in serving the Church. 
There could not be a parish represented at 
the Synod that had not a record of the 
noble service of women. There was some- 
thing distressing, even shocking, in the 
Church persisting in treating women as if 
they were still an uneducated chattel, a 
drudge, unfit for offices where brains or 
judgment were required. 

At the present time religion needed all 
its krizuds. Is there no risk, he asked, 
of alienating those who have been its chief 
supporters? The younger women were 
Bui in an atmosphere of influences not 
friend y to religion, and it would be 
disastrous if the Church’s persistence in 
the delusion of the inferiority of their sex 
caused resentment.
